Loading Paper in the Sheet Feeder 

Follow these steps to load plain paper and many special papers in the sheet feeder: 

1 . Slide the left edge guide to the position for your paper size, as marked on the 
paper support. 

2. Place your paper in the printer on Load paper against 
the right side of the sheet feeder. 

3. Adjust the left edge guide to fit 
lightly against the paper. 

4. Open the output tray extensions. 
Also follow these loading guidelines: 

■ Always load the short edge first, 
even for printing landscape- 
oriented documents. 

■ Load the printable side face up. It's usually whiter or brighter than the other side. 

■ Load letterhead or preprinted paper into the printer top edge first. 

■ Don't load paper above the arrow on the left edge guide.

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Loading Roll Paper 

You can load roll paper in these sizes: 

■ 4 inches wide 

■ 8.3 inches wide 

■ 13 inches wide 

Note: You can't print on roll paper when you're printing with Macintosh OS X 
applications. 

1 . Place the roll paper on the holders as 
shown, then remove the tape and 
protective paper from the end of the roll. 

2. Make sure the end of the paper is cut 
straight across, with 90° corners. If the 
end is cut diagonally, you may have 
problems feeding the paper. 

3. If the paper curls at the end, roll it 
backwards between a folded sheet of 
paper to uncurl it. 

Avoid touching the printable surface of 
the roll paper. 

4. Remove any paper that's in the sheet 
feeder at the top of the printer. Then 
remove the paper support, lower the 
output tray, and turn on the printer.

6. Install the roll paper holders on the printer. Insert the left holder into the far left 
slot, then insert the other holder into the corresponding slot on the right.

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Installing the Roll Paper Cutter and Basket 



1 . Turn off the printer. 

2. Press the lever on the left side of the 
output tray, then gently guide the tray 
off its mounting tabs, left side first. 




3. Insert the cutter into the top of the 
opening as shown, and press it in 
evenly on both sides, until it clicks 
into place. 

4. Position the basket as shown, and 
slide it onto the guide rails on the 
bottom of the cutter. 

Caution: Don't install the 
basket if you're printing photos 
longer than 1 1 .7 inches; this 
may cause a paper jam. The 
basket holds 40 photos, up to 
7 inches long. For longer 
photos, remove each one after 
it's printed. 

5. If the cloth on the basket isn't attached at both ends, lift the free edge of the cloth 
over the basket frame and attach the loops to the hooks on the frame.

You can load thick paper, such as EPSON Velvet Fine Art Paper, in the manual feed 
slot. Make sure your paper is white, up to 0.05-inch (1.3 mm) thick, and is flat and 
smooth, with no folded edges. 

Note: You can't print on thick paper in the manual feed slot when you're printing 
with Macintosh OS X applications. 

1 . Turn off the printer and remove the roll 
paper holder and automatic roll paper cutter, 
if they're installed (see page 36). 

Note: You must remove the automatic roll 
paper cutter or manual feed slot printing won't 
work. 

2. Remove any paper loaded in the sheet 
feeder. 

3. Turn on the printer. (The printer must be 
on to load thick paper correctly.) 

4. Set the adjust lever to the rn position. 
The 0 paper light begins flashing 
rapidly. 

5 . Place one sheet of thick paper — printable 
side up — in the manual feed slot. Slowly 
insert it into the slot against the far left side. 

6. Open the printer cover and look down into 
the printer as you slide the paper into the 
manual feed slot. 

Position the leading edge so it's just past the 
small gray rollers, about 0.4-inch (1 cm). 

Make sure the paper is feeding straight; if 
not, tilt the paper slightly to the left or right 
to straighten it.

5. Pull the roll paper holder out of its mounting slots and remove the roll paper from 
the holder. 

Return the unused roll to its original package. Store your printouts in resealable 
plastic bags, photo albums, or glass-covered picture frames. Keep both printed and 
unused roll paper away from high temperatures, humidity, and direct sunlight. 
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Using PRINT Image Matching 



With PRINT Image Matching, special print instructions are saved in your digital 
photo files. For example, macro mode pictures might include print commands for 
sharpness and clarity, while portrait mode pictures might emphasize soft focusing and 
subtle flesh tones. If your digital camera supports PRINT Image Matching (P.I.M. or 
P.I.M II), you can use this technology when you print with one of the following: 

■ Film Factory, as described below 

■ P.I.M. II Plug-in for Adobe Photoshop, as described on page 42 



Using Film Factory 

If your digital camera supports PRINT Image Matching, P.I.M. II, or Exif Print, you 
can use these technologies when you print with Film Factory to ensure the most 
accurate image reproduction (except with Mac OS X). Printing with P.I.M. isn't 
complicated, and it provides the color corrections right from your P.I.M. image file, 
so you don't have to correct them yourself. Just leave the PRINT Image Matching 
box checked. 

You can also use Film Factory to organize, retouch, and print non-P.I.M. and 
non-Exif Print digital images.

Using the P.I.M. II Plug-In for Adobe Photoshop 

The P.I.M. II Plug-in for Adobe Photoshop allows you to retain the P.I.M. or Exif 
Print image quality when you import JPEG or TIFF files from your P.I.M.- or Exif 
Print-enabled digital camera. The P.I.M. II Plug-in works with Photoshop 7.0 and 
6.0, and Photoshop Elements 1.0 and 2.0. You'll also need to use the ICC profiles for 
your printer that are installed with the plug-in (Windows) or the printer driver 
(Macintosh). 

Photoshop doesn't retain the PRINT Image Matching or Exif Print information 
separately in the header file when you import your P.I.M. or Exif Print image. 
Instead, it converts that information in the file and embeds a color space called 
EPSON RGB 2001. This profile supports all the P.I.M. color advantages and 
enhancements. 
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You can crop, rotate, resize, work with layers, play with filters, and even make 
selective color adjustments to the P.I.M. image while retaining P.I.M. quality. 
However, you won't benefit from global color adjustments (such as Auto Levels, Auto 
Contrast, Auto Color, etc.). Also, if you try to use your new Photoshop file in another 
P.I.M. -enabled software program, it won't be recognized as a P.I.M. image. You need 
to keep your original file if you want to take advantage of P.I.M. information in other 
programs.

■ Color extension only enables you to print using an expanded color space, 
but does not include P.I.M. II or Exif Print effects, such as brightness, 
sharpness, and other settings. This option is available only for P.I.M. II and 
Exif Print images.

Cleaning the Print Head 

If your printouts are unexpectedly light, or dots or lines are missing, you may need 
to clean the print head. This unclogs the nozzles so they can deliver ink properly. 
Print head cleaning uses ink, so clean it only if quality declines. 

This section explains how to clean the print head using the Head Cleaning utility. 

You can also clean the print head by holding down the 6 ink button on the printer for 
three seconds (when all red 6 ink lights are off) . 

Caution: When you don't turn on your printer for a long time, print quality can 
decline, so turn it on at least once a month to maintain good print quality. 
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Running the Head Cleaning Utility 



1 . Make sure the printer is turned on but not printing, and all the red 6 ink lights 
are off. (If an 6 ink light is flashing or on, you need to replace a cartridge; see 
page 55 for details.) 

2. Windows: Right-click the 23 printer icon on your taskbar (in the lower right 
corner of your screen). Select Head Cleaning. 

Macintosh OS 8.6 to 9.x: Choose File > Page Setup or Print. Click the 
utility button, then click the Head Cleaning button. 

Macintosh OS X: Open the Applications folder and select EPSON Printer 
Utility. Select SP 2200 in the printer list, click OK, and select Head Cleaning. 

3. Follow the instructions on the screen to clean the print head. 



Cleaning takes about 45 seconds, 
during which the printer makes noise 
and the green O power light and 
red 6 ink lights flash. 

Caution: Never turn off the printer 
while the green (!) power light is 
flashing, unless the printer hasn't 
moved or made noise for more than 
5 minutes. 



Head Cleaning

4. When the green O power light and red 6 ink lights stop flashing, make sure paper 
is loaded in the printer and click Print nozzle check pattern. Then click Print. 
The nozzle check pattern prints (see the next section for details) . 

5. If the nozzle check pattern has no gaps or lines (as shown on page 55), click 
Finish. 

If the pattern has white lines, click Clean to clean the print head again. 

If you don't see any improvement after cleaning three or four times, check the 
solutions beginning on page 74. 

You can also turn the printer off and wait overnight — this allows any dried ink to 
soften — and then try cleaning the print head again. 
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Examining the Nozzle Check Pattern 

Examine the nozzle check pattern you printed. Each staggered line should be solid, 
with no gaps, as shown. 



■ If your printout looks okay, you're done. 

■ If you see any gaps (as shown), clean the print head again; see page 54 for 
instructions. 



Replacing an Ink Cartridge 

When a red 6 ink light flashes, the indicated ink cartridge is low on ink. When an 
6 ink light stays on, you need to replace the indicated cartridge.

When a cartridge is more than six months old, you may need to replace it if printouts 
don't look their best. If the quality doesn't improve after cleaning and aligning the 
print head, you can replace the cartridge even if all the red 6 ink lights are off. 

You can also swap the Photo Black ink cartridge for the optional Matte Black 
cartridge when you print on certain papers. Before and after swapping the cartridges, 
see page 59 for guidelines and additional instructions.

Cleaning the Printer 

To keep your printer working at its best, you should clean it several times a year. 

Cleaning the Exterior 

1 . Turn off the printer, unplug the power cord, and disconnect the interface cable. 

2. Remove all the paper, then use a soft brush to clean the paper feeders. 

3. Clean the exterior of the printer with a soft, damp cloth. 
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Cleaning the Interior 



1 . Turn on the printer. 

2. Load a cleaning sheet (packed with your printer) in the sheet feeder, long edge 
first. 

3. Press the O paper button to feed the sheet. If there is ink on the back of the sheet, 
repeat this step until the paper feeds cleanly. If there's still ink on the back of the 
sheet after the third try, go to step 4. 



4. Dampen the cleaning pad (packed with 
your printer) with water, then squeeze it 
to remove the excess. Clean the black 
plastic area inside your printer as shown: 

Warning: Don't touch the gears or any 
other parts inside the printer. 

Caution: Never use a hard or abrasive 
brush, or benzine, alcohol, or thinner for 
cleaning; they can damage the printer 
components and case. 



6. Dampen the cleaning pad with water, 
then squeeze it to remove the excess. 

7. Hold down the 6 ink button, then press 
and hold the O power button to turn on 
the printer. The printer automatically 
feeds the cleaning sheet, very slowly. 

8. While it's feeding the sheet, open the 
printer cover, reach down into the 
printer, and clean the rotating rollers 
with the cleaning pad as shown. 




Don t get water on the printer components and don t spray lubricants or oils 
inside the printer. 

5. If you still see ink on the back of your printouts, clean the paper rollers. Turn off 
the printer, then load a cleaning sheet in the sheet feeder, long edge first. 



9. Check the ejected cleaning sheet. If you still see roller marks, load a new sheet and 
repeat steps 5 through 9. 
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Transporting the Printer 



If you move your printer some distance, you need to remove the ink cartridges and 
prepare it for transportation in its original box or a similar one. Follow these steps: 

1 . Turn on the printer, then press the ink button to move the print head into a 
position where you can remove the ink cartridges. 

Open the printer cover, then open the cartridge cover. 

To remove all the ink cartridges, press in the tabs on the ends of each cartridge 
and lift each one out of the printer.

Set each cartridge down with the label on top 
facing upward. Pack the cartridges separately 
in sealable plastic bags.

7. Wait until the print head locks in the far 
right position, then turn off the printer. 

8. Unplug the power cord from the electrical outlet. Then disconnect the printer 
cable and power cord from the printer. 

9. Remove any paper from the printer, then remove the paper support, roll paper 
holder, basket, and automatic roll paper cutter, if they're installed. 




10. Tape the ink cartridge holder to the printer case 
using packing tape. Then close the printer cover. 

Caution: Be sure to remove the tape after 
installing the printer in its new location.

15. After transporting the printer, remove all the tape and replace your ink cartridges, 
as described on page 55. 

16. Test your printer. If you notice a decline in print quality, clean the print head 
(see page 53); if output is misaligned, align the print head (see page 61).

Green (!) power light flashes 


The printer is receiving a print job, replacing an ink cartridge, 
charging ink, or cleaning the print head.

Red □ paper light on 


While printing, your paper ran out, multiple sheets fed, or the 
wrong size sheet fed.

■ If the check page doesn't print, you may have a problem with your printer. 

If 
nothing works, contact your dealer or EPSON as described on page 79. 

5 . Turn off the printer, reconnect the interface cable, then turn on your printer and 
computer. 
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Problems and Solutions 

Setup and Software Installation Problems 



The printer makes noise after ink 
cartridge installation. 

■ When you install ink cartridges, 
the printer must charge its print 
head for a minute or so. Wait 
until it's finished (the green 

O power light stops flashing) 
before you turn off the printer, 
or it may use excess ink the next 
time you turn it on. 

■ Make sure the ink cartridges are 
inserted completely and no 
packing material remains in the 
printer. Turn off the printer, 
wait a moment, then turn it 
back on to clear the error. 

You're having problems installing 
or using the printer software. 

■ Make sure your printer is turned 
on and its cable is securely 
connected at both ends.

■ Close other programs, including 
screen savers and virus 
protectors, and install again. 



■ If the SP 2200 icon doesn't 
appear in the Macintosh 
Chooser, you may have too 
many items in the Chooser. 
Delete any unused items. 

■ If you see an error message with 
Windows 2000, you may not 
have software installation 
privileges. Contact your System 
Administrator. 

■ If you're using Windows and 
the USB port, make sure your 
system was not upgraded from 
Windows 95; the USB driver 
may not install correctly. 

■ Make sure the USB Controller 
is working properly in Device 
Manager. See your Windows 
help system for details. 

■ If you're printing over a 
network, see your on-screen 
Reference Guide for instructions 
on configuring your printer for 
use on a network. 

■ In Windows, make sure your 
printer is selected as the default 
printer in the Printers utility. 
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Printer Problems 

Only the green O power light is 
on, but nothing prints. 

■ Make sure the interface cable is 
securely connected at both ends 
and meets the system 
requirements on page 8 1 . 

■ Run a printer check as described 
on page 71. If the test page 
prints, make sure your software 
is installed correctly. 

■ If you're printing on a network, 
make sure you set up your 
printer for network printing, as 
described in your on-screen 
Reference Guide. 

The printer sounds as though it is 
printing, but nothing prints. 

■ The print head may need 
cleaning; see page 53 for 
instructions. 

■ The printer won't operate 
properly if it's tilted or at an 
angle. Place it on a flat, stable 
surface. 

Your printer makes noise when 
you turn it on or after it has been 
sitting for awhile. 

Your printer is performing routine 
maintenance. 



Printing is too slow. 

Make sure your system meets the 
requirements listed on page 8 1 . To 
print a high-resolution image, you 
need more than the minimum. You 
may also need to: 

■ Clear space on your hard drive 
or run a defragmentation utility. 

■ Close open programs that 
you're not using. 

■ Increase your system's memory 
(RAM).

■ Clean the print head; see 
page 53 for instructions. 

■ Select a higher print quality and 
turn off High Speed mode; see 
page 27 (Windows) or page 29

(Macintosh) for your paper; see 
page 3 1 . 

■ Make sure the printable side of 
the paper is face up; it's usually 
whiter or shinier. 

■ Check the adjust lever. Set it 
to □ for most papers. For roll 
paper, see page 12; for thick 
paper, see page 17. 

■ The ink cartridges may need 
replacing; see page 55. 

■ Align the print head as 
described on page 61. 



Your print is blurry or smeared. 




■ Make sure your paper isn't 
damp, curled, or loaded face 
down (load new paper face up) .

■ Make sure your paper meets the 
specifications listed in the 
on-screen Reference Guide. 

■ Use EPSON papers for proper 
saturation and absorption of 
genuine EPSON inks.

■ Align the print head as 
described on page 6 1 . 

■ Clean the automatic roll paper 
cutter (see page 64) and/ or the 
paper rollers (see page 64).

Your printout is grainy.

■ Try turning off PhotoEnhance.™

Roll paper doesn't feed correctly 
or jams in the printer. 

■ Cut the end of the paper 
straight across using a triangle or 
other tool. If it's cut diagonally, 
the paper won't feed smoothly. 

■ If the roll paper end is curled, 
place the end inside a folded 
sheet of paper and roll it 
backwards against the curl. 

■ Make sure the paper is loaded in 
the roll paper feeder, not the 
sheet feeder; see page 12. 

■ As you load the paper, gently 
hold it in the roll paper feeder 
and press the <£> roll paper 
button; don't force the paper in. 

■ Select Roll as the Source 
(Windows) or Roll Paper as the 
Paper Source (Macintosh). If 
you select another setting, too 
much paper will feed.

■ Make sure the interface cable is 
securely connected at both ends 
and meets the system 
requirements on page 8 1 . 

■ Make sure your printer is 
selected in the Print window, or 
in the Macintosh Chooser or 
Print Center. 

■ If you're using a switch box or 
USB hub with your printer, 
connect the printer directly to 
your computer instead. 



The margins are incorrect. 

■ Make sure the paper settings are 
correct for your paper size. See 
page 20 (Windows), page 25 
(Macintosh OS 8.6 to 9.x), or 
page 27 (Macintosh OS X). 

■ Choose the correct margins for 
your paper size. The margins 
must be within the printable 
area of the page; see "Printer 
Specifications" in your 
on-screen Reference Guide. 

■ Place your paper against the 
right side of the feeder with the 
left edge guide snug against it. 

■ If you're using the manual feed 
slot, make sure the paper is 
loaded as described on page 17. 

■ Make sure the Borderless 

setting is set correctly for your 
margins; see page 32 for roll 
paper or page 47 for cut sheets. 

Too many copies are printing. 

Make sure that the Copies option in 
your printer software or program is 
not set for multiple copies. 

Image size/position is incorrect. 

Make sure the paper and layout 
options are set correctly.
